THE GENERAL PLAN IS UNDERWAY 
First in a series of public rneetings relating to a General 
Plan for the Porterville area will be held in the Porterville city 
hall Monday evening, and since it is a public meeting, we sug- 
gest the public attend. 

Basically, this plan, instigated by the City of Porterville. but 
covering a 3l-square mile area that is considerably larger than 
the actual city limits of Porterville, is designed as a guide for 
growth of not only the city, but the entire “metropolitan” area, 
extending, roughly, to the foothills that border Porterville on the 
east and north, south to a line of about the municipal airport and 
the Porterville State hospital, and west a couple of miles beyond 
freeway 65. 

Much of the land in this general area is already in some form 
of commercial or residential use; a good portion of it is still ag- 

~ ricultural land; blocks of it are involved in shopping center, in- 
dustrial, subdivision, commercial and school plans; all of it that 
is now in agriculture may likely change to some other use as not 
too many years go by; large portions of it will eventually.be with- 
in the City of Porterville. 

So the idea is to map present land uses; make educated 
guesses as to what the future holds, and develop a general plan 
as a guide for orderly and advantageous development of the 
Porterville comunity. 

Representatives of political subdivisions within the planning 
area — and there are a good many — have been invited to par-~ 
ticipate in development of the plan; property owners are most 

certainly urged to participate; any citizen interested in commun- 
i ity development is invited to contribute their ideas, pro and con. 
: This is not an attempt to ram anything down anyone's throat. 
Porterville appears to be on the edge of an era of substantial 
growth and development. Idea of the general plan is to aid in 
this growth and development. 

Many meetings will be held in the future concerning various 
aspects of the general plan, Monday night is the first meeting. 
We suggest you get with it.

The American men battered the 
Russian crew 139-97 in complete- 
ly outclassing the communist na- 
tion. But one of the big stories 
of the weekend competition was 
the great come-back of the U.S. 
women’s team. The U.S. girls were 
mauled in last year’s meeting 75- 
28. This year the ladies got up 
oif the floor and pushed the pow- 
erful Russian women’s.team to the 
limit before losing by a 59-48 
score. The girls’ team was led by 
lanky Edith McGuire, who cop- 

ped both sprints, and anchored the 
winning U.S. women’s 400 meter 
relay team. 

If the U.S.-Russian meeting can 
be judged as a preview to the 
Olympic games in Tokyo, then the 
picture looks bright. The Russian 
coach warned that his troops were 
two months behind the U.S. in 
training and would be much 
stronger in Tokyo. Judging from 
the attitude of the U.S. contingent 
the Russians will be six months 
behind by the time the Olympics
